Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 3, 5-7, 9-13, 15 and 17 allowed over prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art teaches or suggests a line scan sensor having first and 
second rows of pixels defined along respective first and second lines and the first line 
being spaced from and parallel to the second line, a first clocking structure disposed 
between the first row of pixels and a first readout register, wherein the first clocking 
structure includes a transfer gate electrode and a delay well electrode and a second 
clocking structure disposed between a second row of pixels and a second readout 
register, wherein the second clocking structure includes a transfer gate electrode and a 
delay well electrode as claimed in independent claims 2 and 6.
